A fire of unknown origin for nearly 
four hours threatened 
the barn and 
the season’s 
tro p of John 
Shetter, 
near Guldens, late Sunday afternoon 
when the fourteen ton straw stack on 
his furm was completely destroyed. 
It was only by the heroic 
efforts 
of four hundred neighboring farm ers 
and passersby, who quickly respond­ 
ed to the call for assistance by form ­ 
ing numerous bucket brigades, that 
.the barn and out buildings were sav­ 
ed. 
It was .shortly afte r five o’clock 
Sunday afternoon that a passing a u ­ 
toist discovered the blaze in the straw 
sla c k . 
The telephone operator 
at 
the New Oxford exchange was quick­ 
ly notified and she spread the call for 
help to every one in the vicinity over 
the wire. 
Autoists, and there were 
many on the road Sunday, 
stopped 
their cars and joined in the fight to 
save 
the Shetter crops. 
In a com­ 
paratively few minutes nearly 
four 
hundred persons 
were formed 
into 
bucket brigades from the two wells 
on the farm . 
The straw burned like 
so much tinder and it was soon real­ 
ized th a t the ta-k of saving the straw 
at ack was hopeless, all attention w as 
then given to the barn and chicken 
house. 


Many tunes l»oth of these building* 
were fired by burning brands 
from 
the stack but 
each time the bucket 
b rig a d e s came to 
the rescue. 
Just 
as it seemed as if they had the fire 
under control the water supply of the 
two well* gave out and it was neces­ 
sary to haul the w ater from the little 
stream near the Coleman farm, sev­ 
eral hundred yards aw ay. It was not 
lung, 
however, 
until the loads 
of 
w ater began to 
arrive and the fight 
went on. 
Not until after nine o’clock Sunday 
l ight, more than three hour* after 
the fire began, was the blaze declar­ 
ed to be under control but rn number 
of men stayed on the 
scene during 
the night ready to renew the fight in 
rase there 
should be another 
out­ 
break. 


Mr. Shetter is at a loss to explain 
the origin of the fire as no one was 
seen near 
the straw stat k 
on Sun­ 
day. 
A number of automobiles pass­ 
ed by on the road not fa r away but it 
is thought 
hardly possible 
that the 
straw could have been ignited in such 
m anner.
